The Independande de {a Moselle, published a
Metz, containe what purports to be an oflicial
eommunication verbally made to the officers by
their chiefs on tke 19th of October, 1870, and
eommitted Lo writing Immediately after by
several officers who met In order mutaally to
verify their recollections. It s In substance as
follows:—

“Gentlemen :—1 am ordered by the General of Di-
viglon, and on the part of the Marshal Command-
ing-in=Chief, to make you acquainted with important
facts which have bedn accomplistied daring the aa
few days. The provisions of the place of Metz de-
Ccreasing more and more, Marshal Bazalne thooght
it right to enter into poarpariers with the eneiny.
e appointed General Boyer, his first ald-de-camp,
who proceeded to Versallles, the headquarters of
King Wiliinm. ‘The en pest manner with which the
Marshal's envoy was received seems to show that
the Prussians are very desirous to lerminate the
war. Thus, General Boyer having traveiled by
rallroad from Metz to Chateau Thierry, the sen-
vice of the train was lnterrapted in order to make
big travelllug more rapid, At Coateao ‘Thlerry, n
carrlage with the armorial bedrings of the Klng of
Prussia was in walting Lo take him to Versailles, As
goon w8 he arrived the Genersl was recoiwved by
Count Bismarck, who forwarded to the King lLis
demand for an sudience. He was at once 1ntro-
dueed, and found himself iy the presence of & coun-
oll of war, at wiitch the principal chivfs of the Prus.
Elun ariny were sittiog, under the presidency of the
Kipg., Geneml Boyer baving stated the object of
his mission, General Molitke spokeand declared that
ina matter purely miitary pegotiations could not
be long. The army of Metz WAs
to eubmit to the same fate a8 the army of
Sedan, and surrender a8 prisoners ol war,
Count  Bismarck observed that the political
view of the maiter must take the lead over the
military view, ‘I should be inclined,’ he continuad,
‘to admit of a convenuon which would allow the
army of Metz to withdraw to an appoluted place on
the French tercrilory-in order to protect there all
deliberations necessary to gecure peace,.” “I'hisidea
was suggested to M. de Bismarck by the diflcuities
which arose from the Prossien Government ftself,
from the absence of & governmnent in France, In-

A NOVELTY OF THE WAR.

The Parls Vigeon Mall,

The earrier pigeons are doing good service,
writes a Parls correspondent, but although these
will fly away from, they have never been taught
to fly back to Paris. DBesides, the poor birds
cannot carry any great weight, so it is proposed
that any number of letters should be photo-
graphed in influitesimally small characters upon
o ebeet of the very finesr tissne paper; that half
a dozen coples should he made and entrusted to
ns many pigeons, and that after their arrival a
microscope thould be used to decipher the cor-
respondence,

Ouply a few of the birde have as yet accom-
plished thelir misgion. Oue of them was picked
up at gen in an exhausted state by an English
steamer in the Britikh Channel and forwarded
to the anthorities at Havre, bat the rain had ob-
literated all the writing on ite wings except the
date, which was the 4th October, and therefore
some seventeen days old.

A Brussels paper, gpeaking of these birds,
eays that It i8 not always safe to trust Lo their
ald, and cites the instance of a contemporary at
Antwerp, who, unwilling to pay for a telegraph
meesage gent bis reporter to the opening of the
Belgian Parliament with orders to despatch two
dgeons with u full copy of the King's specch.
le arrived at Brussels, gave the birds to the
l-mlvr of the hotel, ordered a f{ricasee for
reakfost, and went down to the Chambers.

RAILROAD SUBSIDIES,
e
Hew They are Obtaloed la California,

The Sacramento Union eays: —

“W. B, Montgomery gives the copy of an
agreement entered into between the managers
of the Ban Joaguin Valley Railroad Company of
the first part and certain heavy landholders of
the second part, by which the cnm[)any binds
fiself to bulld a rallway from a point on the
western Pacific to Viealia, at the rate of fifty
miles a year or more, in consideration that the
land monopolists glhiall deed to the railway mo-
pnoply not less than two bundred thousand acres
of their land, and in turther consideration
that the land monopoly shall use its com-
bived jnfluence to induce the several counties
alopg the line of Faid road todonate their bonds
to the amount of ten thousand dollars per miie
of eald road for its whole length; these honds Lo
bear interest at the rate of eight per cent. per
aunum, interest and principal to be paid by
taxes equally levied on all the property of the
counties so to be bound. It is provided in this
agreement that In case a less amount of lands
ig given aud bounde of the counties securad,
through the inllnence of the parties of the
eecond part, it sball be optional with the party
of the first part to reject the contract within six
months frow the 18t of Javuary, 1870,

“The whole length of the road will be about
150 miles. The whole amount of county alds
gonght would make a prineipal of 1,500,000,
At eight per cent., ruuning for twenty-five vears,
the interest would amount to §8,000,000; the
principal and interest, $4,500.000. The interest
tax wounld be £120,000 per year. Thus the peo-
rle of the counties are asked, not to subscribe

n stock, or to loan, taking s lien on the road,

but to ‘donate’ to the railroad company. The
200,060 acres of land, when the road shall have
been completed, will probably be worth 10
per acre, as it will lle close to the line. Tuis
added to the £1,500,000 of bonds would make
a clear gift of &3 500,000, principal. The cost
of building and equipping such a road over the
dead level it 18 to traverse wounld not exceed
§20,000 per mile, or $3,000,000 in all. Bo that
the railroad company would build their road
exclusively on dovations and have a profit of
half o milllon. With this free gift they might
accommaodate the farmers of the mortgaged
counties by carrying their wheal and stock Lo
market at rates from four to six times as high as
are chiarged the people of Illinois and Michigan
by roads bullt whelly with the private eapital of
their owners. The worst feature in the agree-
ment is that which binds the land monopollsts
to ‘use their iofluence’ to have the counties
mortgaged to the rallway company Lo the extent
of ten thousand dollars per mile. There are
many ways in which this sort of thing might be
done, It might be dope by purchasiog voters,
by importiog them, by Iruud'u‘t:ul voting, or by
fraud in the returns, us was attempted in San
Francleco a few months ago. Bul any and every
way contemplates an Injury to the bulk of the
small farmers whose lands lic remote from the
line of the road, and whowm it is proposed to
tax to build It against their will and their in-
terest.”

DOUBLE

THE CLEVELAND ROBBERY.

S20,000 Worth of Watches and Other Artl-
cles Stelen.

The Cleveland Herald of the 14th inst. hae
the following particulare of the robbery re-
purted previously by telegraph: —

We record this moraiog the heaviest robbery
ever perpetrated in this city. Betwoen the
hours of 7 and 10 o'clock Bunday night, the
jewelry store of N, E. Crittenden & Co., on
Buperior street, was entered by burglars, who
succeeded in getting off with watches and arti-
cles of jewelry to the amount of §20,000. The
facts connected with the robbery, so far as
known, are ag follows: —

A young man named Lounis Weber sleeps in
the store at night. At half-past 6 o'clock Sun-
day evening he paseed through the store and
found everything all right. e lighted one or
two of the gas-burners, which are always kept
burning during the night, and thon went out for
the eveniog, leaviog all the doors and windows
secured in the usnal manner,

About half-past ten o'clock, Mr. Weber re-
turned to the store. Boon after entering he
lanced behind one of the counters and eraw a
arge number of empty watch and jewelry cases
lying upon the floor, Fairly terrified at the
tight, he sprang to the tront door and blew a
whistle. Patrolmen Stein and Wagner answered
the signal and were soon st the spot. Inquiring
the cante of the alarm, Weber told them, so
trembling and exeiled that he conld scarcely
speak, that the store had been robbed.

When Weber first entered, upon his return,
the gae wae turned down much lower than he
had left It, ro that but a very faint light was
glven, showing al once that somebody had
called after he left. The gas was turned on and
the extent of the robbery was apparent at a
glance. One of the large show ecases and part
of another were entiru?y empty, and upon the
floor, in promiscuons confusion, were a bushel
or 80 of morocco, ivory and satin watch and
jewelry cases, which had been despolied of their
contents,

Over fifty ladies’ gold and silver watches, a
quantity of bracelets and jewelry sets, and about
one hundred and thirty set and seal ring, were
the principal articles taken.

An examination of the premises showed that
the bold cracksmen had effected an entrance
into the store by a rear window. Thoy fret
forced off a ehutter and entered the wuatch-
maker’s #hop, but a door leading from this into
the slore was gecurely fastened and they were
unable to prosecute thelr explorations in that
direetion without making so much noise as to be
in danger of discovery.

They then returned to theoutside and tried,
euccesefully, a window leading directly into the
store. Once Inside, with the gas turned down,
they were comparatively eafe from detection.
Creeping along behind the counters they had
only to open the doors of the show cases nud
sweep the plunder into their satchels. They
had just commenced upon one case, after hay-
ing effectually cleaned out one, filled with valu-
able articles, when it is evident they were
alarmed by something and fled, making good
their escape and leaving ecarcely a trace be-
hind. An iron bar, or *jimmy,” was picked up
just outside the window. All the diamonds and
ma:;y of the most costly watches were In the
vault.

DISTRESSING ACCIDENT.

Three Peyvsons Drewned In the Youahlogheny
River.

A distressing accident, says the Pittsburg
Commercial of yesterday, resalting in the
drowning of a young lady and two men, oc-
curred near Osceola, on the Youghiogheny river,
about 9 o'clock Saturday evening. Itappears
that five perrons, Michael MeBride, Kdward
Pryor, a Mr Campbell, Misa Campbell, his sis-
ter, and another man, name unknown, got into
& skiff to croes the river, and when abont the
middle of {he stream the boat commenced lenk-
ing, and before assistance conld reach the
arty, it eank, and all were left In the river.

r. and Miss Campbell and Mr. Pryor wers
drowned. ‘Tne other two when they found the
boal was sinking jumped into the river and
swam towards the shore, aud by the assistance
of parties who were drawn to the bank by their
eries were paved. It appears that the Campbelis
were on their way to Osceola to do some busi-
ness, and the other parties wishing to cross the
river got into the ekl with them. Bearch was
made for the bodies, but up to half.past 1
o'clock yesterday only one y, that of Pryor,
bsd been found. Deceased was about thirty
years of and a 8cotchman, He has no rela-
tives In this country., The young lady was
about eighteen years of age and her brother

It will be remembered that several months
ago a sad drowning accident, by which three
persons lost their lives, occurred about one
mile above the scene of thls distressing oeccur-
rence. There seems to be a sort of fatality at-
teched to this portion of the Youghlogheny
river.
